Going At It Deliberately 


As when Belgium was éltanding the 
brunt of the German attack in th: n 
ing days of the Great War, the terrib\ 
punishment that is being imposed upon 
Poland naturally creates anxiety — 
amounting perhaps to impatience—among 
allied peoples as to how soon the French 
and British forces can get into action on 
the western front and thus ease pres- 


sure on the heroic Poles who are putting 
up such a gallant resistance on the east. 

But it has to be remembered that the 
Siegfried line bars the way to an advance 
against thesenemy in the west, and the 
Siegfried line is not a temporary fortifica- 
tion to be taken by a sudden push. It isa 
line of permanent fortresses, built at a 
cost of hundreds of millions of dollars, and 
represents the lafest word of engineering 
science in using unlimited quantities of 
steel and concrete to build an impassable 
barrier. 

The military experts of Germany be- 
lieve and have openly boasted that this line 
is impregnable. The French and British 
have to prove that it is not impregnable 
before they can exert pressure in the west 
sufficient to draw Nazi troops in num- 
bers from the onslaught upon Poland. The 
caution with which the French have un- 
dertaken the task of breaking through 
shows they have no illusion as to the 
strength of the line. But it argues also 
that the job is being tackled with deliber- 
ation and a careful study of the method 
of attack most certain to bring success. 

It may or may not be possible to break 
through in time to save Poland from hav- 
ing to make peace under duress. But that 
the line will be broken is far more certain 
than if the operation had started with a 
wild rush—which could only result in ter- 
rible slaughter and failure. The cool, cal- 
culated, scientific way in which its western 
allies are going about the breaking of the 
Siegfried stronghold is the surest—and the 
only effective—way they can help the 
Poles.

Our Forests 


A casual item in a London newspaper states 
that more than sixty million trees were planted 


in Great Britain last year. 

The information is given in the annual report 
‘of the British Forestry Commission, a govern- 
ment board. 

Altogether, including both replanting of 
wooded areas and new forestation, some 24,000 
acres were covered, or roughly forty square 
miles, That does not seem a very great area in 
comparison with the total area of Great Britain; 
but when one considers that in a human being's 
ordinary life-time of seventy years it is at a rate 
of three thousand square miles covered with four 
thousand million trees, it looks pretty good 

We have no forestry commission in Canada, 
where our forest wealth has been one of our 
greatest assets. 

So far as the Dominion Government is con- 
cerned, a government commission could only deal 
with Yukon and the territory north of the west- 
ern provinces; because the provincial govern- 
ments have jurisdiction over their own forests. 

No provincial government has yet bothered 
to have a forestry commission, although all have 
forestry service under control of one of the poli- 
tical departments. It would seem the part of 
wisdom with any province to have an independ- 
ent permanent commission entrusted with the 
work of safeguarding and promoting the forests 
Even such commissions would work under diffi- 
culties in view of provincial jealousies and vary- 
ing provincial regulations; that is one of the 
penalties we pay for provincial autonomy; but 
assuredly such independent commissions wo 
be better than what we have at present.— 
Ottawa Journal.
